is aim ed at m aking it a business 
institution, paying, if possble, for 
itself. Thus far, for only real re ­ 
sponse of the postm aster general 
has been to ask for m ore money, 
.seeking to increase the incom e 
of that office by an estim ated 
$130,000,000, mostly by raising 
the postal rates on second class 
mail, including magazines.

dustries w hich are heavy users 
of the m ails. T he rates proposed, 
if enacted, w ill cause w idespread 
unem ploym ent, w ill cripple m any 
businesses, and w ill disrupt the 
financial arrangem ents of some 
of our m ost w orthy charities.” 
The H oover report definitely 
shows that th e post office is an ­ 
tiquated and inefficient. It also 
shows 
th at 
because of 
faulty 
bookkeeping practises, the post 
office cannot and actually does 
not know w h at it is doing. It 
lacks an adequate method of cost 
accounting, therefore, the dem and 
for an increase of rates only 
dem onstrates an inability to face 
problem s realistically. 
The m inority report indicates 
this in its recom m endations: 


While it cannot be expected 
that the post office will take a 
comm ercial 
v .tw 
of 
costs, 
it 
needs nevertheless to be d e te r­ 
mined w hether throw ing the full 
burden of the loss in revenue on 
new spapers and m agazines w ill 
best serve the U nited States. The 
H oover report show ed th at the 
post office could reduce its e x ­ 
penditures by about 1140,000.000: 
yet the post office’s answ er to 
this has been not to im prove 
its efficiency but to dem and an 
additional $130,000,000. T hat is 
political cynicism gone hog wild, 
which apparently is the tone of 
the times. 
A dfpartm ent which provides, 
under acts of Congress, costly 
subsidies cannot justify loading 
onto some industries the cost of 
subsidizirig 
others. 
O f 
course, 
the fault does not rest entirely 
w ith the post office w hich is 
bound by acts of Congress. B ut 
the post office avoids construc­ 
tive proposals to Congress, fea r­ 
ful that it will tread on political 
toes. 
Therefore, 
it 
kite* 
and 
pyram ids, which in business are 
regarded not only as faulty but 
unethical practises. 
Before Congress perm its the 
raising of any rates, th e post of­ 
fice should be m ade into a m od­ 
ern, efficient, 
businesslike 
or­ 
ganisation. Then, if it still op­ 
erates at a loss, rates should be 
revised on a basis of sound busi­ 
ness.

Reorganize the post of­ 
fice departm ent’s cost-ascertain- 
m ent system to include such im ­ 
portant intangible considerations 
as relative priority, degree of 
preferm ent, and economy value 
of the several classes of service.

used as a tool in conjunction with 
all of the other factors that go 
into the operation of the postal 
establishm ent.

used as an absolute guide for 
establishm ent of postal rates.

The so-called “self-sufficient” 
neighborhood development is in­ 
creasingly regarded as desirable 
for present-day living. This in­ 
cludes various types of uses such 
as shopping center, garden apart­ 
ments and two-family houses as 
well as single-family dwellings. 
As a result there is need for 
zoning to encourage this type of 
development and to see that it 
is properly directed for the wel­

of

Another tough zoning problem 
in many cities is parking in the 
central districts. The experts sug­ 
gest as approaches to this prob­ 
lem: 
1. 
More intensive use of exist­ 
ing parking space and of public 
transportation.

Cooperative 
efforts

‘Bourgeois’ 
countries.” 


Upper Cruet Well Fed 
This upper crust is well fed, 
well paid, well housed. They live 
well, if nervously, under the con­ 
stant vigilance of the secret police 
who watch both them and those 
who would dare approach them. 
Now, how about the other side? 
Stevens describes it thus: 
So far as the peasant is con­ 
cerned, the Soviet government has 
evolved techniques of squeezing 
him far more thoroughly than 
Czarist landlords did. Save in a 
few pandered areas, “the peas­ 
ant has yet to reap most of the 
benefits enjoyed by the urban in­ 
tellectual and working class. The 
money 
the peasantry 
collected 
from high food obligations to the 
state in kind and money have 
been upped from year to year. 


Consumer goods abundant in the 
cities have yet to reach most 
rural areas, and prices to the 
peasant are higher.” 
And what of labor? 
"The Serflike Bondage of the 
‘free’ Soviet citizen to his job 
is one element of an unrelaxing 
economic stranglehold upon the 
masses. Equally important is the 
total state control of the produc­ 
tion of food and consumer goods, 
a control constantly used to coerce 
and cajole, reward and punish, 
in the interests of the Communist 
party line.” 
Under this Soviet system the 
worker is bound to his job “as 
fast as ever a galley slave was 
chained to his oar.” Under the 
eye of the MVD vast forced labor 
groups operate in important state I 
enterprises. Use of female labor 
is on a scale unparalleled in any 
other modern economy, and the I 
women 
have equality in 
the 
toughest of manual labor. 
The trade unions have nothing 
in common with trade unionism , 
as the west knows it. Provisions j 
supposedly safeguarding workers, j 
says 
Stevens, have "about 
as 
much meaning and application I 
as the civil liberties guaranteed 
in the Soviet constitution.” The 
strike weapon is utterly outlaw­ 
ed, and the real purpose of the ! 
trade union is to aid the govern- j 
ment in getting as much labor ] 
as humanly possible out of Soviet 
workers. 
"Under the Soviet system, the 
people have become the proper­ 
ty of the state, along with land, 


industry and ither forms of na­ 
tional wealth,’' he writes. 
Thus the state dictates what an

they told an American Chemical 
Society meeting. 
The mouth battery is like the 
simple battery you can make by 
dipping a copper wire and an iron 
wire into a glass of salt water, 
and holding the two upper ends of 
the wires together. Current flows 
through the wires, and through 
the s^lt water, which is an electro­ 
lyte. 
The saliva In the mouth and 
the fluid in the jawbone also can 
act as electrolytes and conduct an 
electric current.

W illing Supporters 
The SPD ’s O stbureau claims it ! 
has found w illing supporters in 
“all classes and all walks of life" j 
in the Soviet zone- 
“Today in the east zone, there 
is hardly a town, or a village, a 
street or a house w here there are 
no observers w orking with the 
O stbureau.” 
“They sit in the office of every | 
socialist unity party (com m unist) I 
offical, in the anteroom of evry 
Russian post service, and in the j 
room s in which the files of the ! 
MVD (R ussian secret police) are 
kept up to date. 
“They are a t the railw ay sta ­ 
tions through which the endless 
freight trains roll w ith reparations 
for Russia, they are in the Soviet 
industrial corporations, and they 
are at w ork everyw here in the 
R ussian zone w here G erm an and 
dem ocratic rights have to be p re­ 
served,” the SPD says. 
The SPD says th a t some O st­ 
bureau 
w orkers 
who 
h a te 
in­ 
valuable sources of inforfnation 
“are forced to disappear occa­ 
sionally and escape to the w est,” 
“But there are ten new support­ 
ers of the O stbureau to replace 
the one m an who has had to m ake 
his getaw ay—and they are not 
exclusively Social Democrats ei­ 
th er,” the SPD claims. 
The SPD has no organization 
ap art from its O stbureau in the 
Soviet zone. It has refused, as a 
b itter opponent of Bolshevism, to 
play politics w ith east zone com ­ 
m unists, 
“There are few things that the 
socialist unity party (com m unists), 
th e Soviet m ilitary governm ent, 
and the MVD have not tried in 
th eir fight against the O stbrueau,” 
the SPD pam phlet said. 
"B ut not once have they suc­ 
ceeded in infiltrating their agents 
into the O stbureau, and although 
they m anage to beat up a man or 
kidnap him occasionally, the o r­ 
ganization of the O stbureau re­ 
m ains untouched.”
